2* Without revealing to K tho existence of this letter, I queried him 
In the presence of his wife on the evening of 28 March 1953 to SAD REICHF1U 
HALL, seeking to establish the exact date, place, end length (as well as 
topic of discussion) of each meting with PCSCER. K remembered several addi- 
tional details regarding this August 19?1 meeting with HCGT7L as our comer- t 

cation progressed • PONGSR appeared at K’o house In BAD ISICHKI^^ALL and told 
him HOSTTL was in f&lcburg, (This was the first time, incidentally, that 
POXGER had visited 52 Pruehlingstrassej on his two previous visits to BAD 
RKICHEKHALL, FOHCER had visited at Mo nbachar stress©, but X and his wife 
are both certain they wore already in their present hooe by August 1951- 
How POfBGER obtained this address is unknown to me; K states there had not 
been an exchange of letters between thorn*) K states he had had no previous 
intimation that POtfDSP. would visit him; POLuER had rentionad, during hio 
second visit to K in March 1951* that he saw HOKTTL from time to time, and 
suggested a meeting, but no definite plans were made. On the spur of the
